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PLACES OF INTEREST 

In and around Salisbury 

Strictly within the city limits there is very little of historic interest that would 
attract the attention of those who love to delve into the records of the past. From a 
brief sketch of the early history of the town, we learn that Salisbury was born in 
1732. Somewhere between the dates of July 11th and August 8th. 

Strange as itj may seem, altho he was born in February of the same year, George 
Washington never spent a night in Salisbury. There isn’t a bed or chair in the city 
that he ever used; and if he ever made his headquarters nearby, or courted a girl in 
this section of Maryland, there is no record of ib extant. 

This, we feel, is a very distinguishing feature of our hustling little metropolis, 
and we hope the visitor will be duly impressed thereby. 

Ocean City—Maryland’s Seaside Resort 

is just thirty-one miles distant. (Maryland State Highway) 


Historic Princess Anne 

With its historic “Old Teakle Mansion,” is less than fifteen miles over a broad 
stretch of highway picturesque in its setting of noble trees and scenic beauty. 

The Washington Hotel at Princess Anne was built in 1775. It is filled to the 
brim with priceless antiques which the Proprietor, Mr. Douglass Wallop, has pains¬ 
takingly collected thru the years. Mr. and Mrs. Wallop dispense the genuine old time 
Southern hospitality; Only the tables in the dining room are new; they live to be re¬ 
placed every now and then because of breaking down under the sheer weight of the 
most delicious food ever set before a hungry traveler. 


Green Hill Episcopal Church 

Built in 1733 

Bricks used in the building of this venerable structure, were, of course, brought 
over from England. It is still in good repair and services are held once a year. It is 
ten or twelve miles out of the city over the “Quantico” road. 


Old Farm House 

A few miles from the city—new Snow Hill road 

An interesting relic of the past is found on the “Ellegood farm” in the shape of 
the old dwelling which is still standing. The farm has been in one family for over two 
hundred years — being the the original grant from the King. The timber to build the 
house was cut from the farm and all nails, bolts, and other material used in its con¬ 
struction was made on the place. The lumber was all rough hewn, and of the very 
best quality. “Oakdale — its roiginal name — is on the State road leading North out of 
the city. 
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Rehobeth Presbyterian Church 

Rehobeth, Maryland 

Founded by Francis Makemie in the year 1683, it is regarded by many as the 
mother of Presbyterianism in America. 

(15 miles or more from Salisbury — via Pocomoke City) 


Quantico 

The quaintest little village imaginable is this quiet spot called Quantico, which 
means a place of dancing. It is said to be older than Salisbury, and at one time was 
the rendezvous for the leading political lights of the County. The pow wows always 
met in the old hotel, recently burned, to make up the “slate/' and many interesting and 
amusing stories are told of these gatherings. 


Gift Shoppe 

The Gift Shoppe has nothing to do yvith past history; It does not sell antiques; 
on the contrary it is ultra modern, and yet quaint, interesting, and most delightful to 
visit. Like the little Church, it is around the corner. 


Birthplace Of Stephen Decatur 

Ocean City Road — near Berlin, Maryland 


The W. F. Allen Orchards 

Fifty thousand bearing trees — apple and peach. Camden Avenue extended—five 
minutes ride from the City limits. 

Apple blossom time in Normandy, could not, by any stretch of the imagination, 
be any prettier than Peach Blossom Time in Salisbury. Mr. Allen and his three stal¬ 
wart sons, will be glad to welcome visitors. 


INDIAN NAMES 

Indian names abound in this section, which was once the hunting ground of the 
Red Men, but their original meaning is difficult to trace. 

Wicomico means “A Place of Houses;” Doubtless from it the Wicomico river, 
which was once called “Rokia walkin,” derives its musical appellation. With the 
coming of the English settlers to this section, it is said that the Indians retreated 
farther into the forest; referring to the white man's village as Wicomico, meaning, 
literally — a place of houses.

Mr. L. W. Gunby, the Dean of Salisbury’s business men, has been actively engag¬ 
ed in business since 1867. Opening a small hardware store in his early youth, he has 
seen it gradually expand until the present immense store room on Main Street was 
the result. 

For 64 years he has directed the policies of his Company, long since incorporated, 
from the same stand on West Main Street. Altho long past the biblical three scoie 
and ten, he very rarely ever misses a day at his desk. Usually, he is one of the first 
to arrive and one of the last to leave. His recipe for a long life would doubtless be 
the old formula of hard work. 

A consistent Presbyterian, his life has been marked by an intense devotion to his 
Church, and a rigid observance of the duties and responsibilities which the Christian 
life entails. Many good deeds stand to his credit, kindly deeds of his right hand of 
which the left knows nothing. 

He has seen three sons grow to manhood and occupy executive positions in the 
business he founded. His life has been full; there have been dark hours and days of 
sorrow, but his strength has remained undimmed and his kindliness of heart un¬ 
shaken. 

A unique figure in the business life of the city, prominent: in municipal affairs, and 
keenly alert to the shifting changes in the great drama ofdife, he is yet simple and 
unostentatious in manner. No flippant office boy greets you,; at the outer door of his 
sanctum; callers walk in unannounced. Upright and sincere, he enjoys the affection 
and esteem of all who know him. 

Mr. George A. Bounds, known to his friends as “Boss,” represents that type of 
American business man, who by sheer force of character, fights his way to the top. 
An unlimited capacity, for hard work was his capital, and that alone, brought him 
very satisfying returns.. 

Extensively engaged in the lumber business, canning, and farming, he is never 
too busy to render cheerfully a service to his fellowman. 

Asa “Self-made man,” Mr. Bounds is refreshing; he does not brag about it. May¬ 
ing his home at Hebron, a small town seven miles west of Salisbury, his vast busi¬ 
ness interests extend in?every direction. 

His name is a syndnymn for clean — clear cut business methods, and meticulous 
honesty in every transaction. 

The romance of business centers around his colorful career. With it he has 
made business his slave; a willing slave who bears no relationship to selfishness or 
greed. Such a man — wherever he lives — who adds to the sum total of human happi¬ 
ness, and wields an abiding influence for the high principles of right living and clear 
thinking is an interesting “figure.” 


Dr. George W. Todd, one of the oldest practitioners in the city, can best be de¬ 
scribed as a man who has done things. Actuated solely by humanitarian motives, he 
established the Eastern Shore Tuberculosis Sanitarium; and largely by his individ¬ 
ual effort brought about the building and equipping of the Present Peninsula General 
Hospital. To both of these institutions he gave freely of his time and means. They 
are living monuments to his largess of spirit, more enduring than stone or marble. 

Dr. J. McFadden Dick has been actively engaged in the practice of medicine in 
Salisbury for thirty four years. His hair, of course, is tinged with gray, but he vig¬ 
orously denies the right of any man to refer to him as “the old Doctor.” 

Chief of Staff of the Peninsula General Hospital, and Fellow of the American 
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College of Surgeons are a few of the honors that have come to him. He finds time 
to take an active part in many civic organizations, and no movement for the good cf 
the community is complete without his influence. 

Remarkably successful in his practice, he is known far and wide for his brusque¬ 
ness—his skill and his kindness. Conscientious to a marked degree, no road has ever 
been too long, and no night too dark for him to respond to the call of the sick. A 
serious illness in the early spring of the present year, was the occasion of hundreds 
of calls that poured in daily asking for news of his condition. The town — in which 
he was such a familiar figure — when he was fighting for life, was almost hushed and 
silent, while strong men stood with bated breath eagerly awaiting the bulletin from 
his bedside. 

Fully recovered, and back in harness, he wears lightly the sixty odd years to 
which he admits, and smilingly refers to the few lines in his face as his “scars of 
battle.” 

Signally honored by the city as its most useful citizen for the year 1930, he was 
awarded a bronze medal and $200.00, in gold. It was an honor to which he was justly 
entitled, but the gold of friendship, the affection and esteem in which he is held by 
the people of the community, is a far more satisfying and enduring tribute to his 
worth as a man and a physician, than all the gold in all the banks. 


For fifteen years, Mr. E. W. Merrick has been on the job as teacher of the young 
men’s class at Bethesda M. P. Church . He has seen his boys grow up and leave the 
mother Church; one to Japan as a missionary; and another and another to fill plac¬ 
es of responsibility. 

Now and then one remembers to send him a word of appreciation of the excellent 
example set, and the homely lessons learned under his old S. S. teacher. These, of 
course, are bright spots in the humdrum existence of the day, and being human, it 
adds a zest to life and quickens his pulse. 

But he does not ask any reward. Duty lies that way, and patiently, faithfully, 
honestly, and to the best that is in him, he gives of his strength to the work at hand. 

It is such as he that makes the backbone of a nation. Would that the Country 
had more like him.

Telephone Service 

Telephone communication for many years an important factor in the develop¬ 
ment of the Eastern Shore was never more necessary than now. This section of 
Maryland, because of its close proximity to metropolitan cities and for the excel¬ 
lence of its fruits, vegetables, and other farm products, has attracted the attention of 
these eastern markts. An important factor in the rapid development of this section 
as a producer of agricultural products is the quick and efficient telephone service 
which enables the producer and purchaser to keep in close communication with each 
other to their mutual advantage . 

The Eastern Shore is now served by more than 12,300 telephones operated from 
29 central offices. Telephone service is supplied by the Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company of Baltimore City, which also serves other sections of Maryland. 
This company’s lines connect with those of the Bell System extending to every sec¬ 
tion of the United States and Canada. Connections may also be had with foreign 
countries on both sides of the Atlantic. 

In ten years telephones serving the Eastern Shore section have increased about 
40 per cent, according to M. E. Johnson, commercial superintendent of the company 
with headquarters at Salisbury. 

The telephone, long recognized as a necessity in the business and social world 
of cities, is even more necessary on the farm, and in no section of the State is the 
telephone used to a greater advantage than on the farms of the Eastern Shore.

Salisbury’s Water Supply 

Salisbury enjoys an enviable record among cities of considerable greater popula¬ 
tion as regards its Water Works System. Since 1926 we have seen the construction 
of a modern pumping station upon a site that bids fair to be one of the beauty spots 
of this section. The 50 acres of land upon which the source of supply is located is 
being rapidly developed into a public park consisting of numerous lakes and rec¬ 
reation centers. 

The distribution system in 1926 consisted of only 6 miles of mains from 4 to 8 
inches in diameter, today 28 miles of cast iron mains from 20 inches in diameter down 
comprise the system to which numerous additions are being made each year to meet 
the increasing demand for the pure and wholesome water furnished by the city owned 
Water Works. 

The water supply is taken from large reinforced concrete wells constructed 60 
feet below the surface of the grounds and during the past years while other cities 
have experienced an extreme shortage of water, Salisbury has had ample to meet all 
demands. 

The engineers in designing this distribution system provided for a population of 
400,000 and only minor expenditures would have to be made to the source of supply 
to care for same. 

From a fire protection standpoint the Salisbury Water Works ranks very high, 
as recent tests made by the National Board of Fire Underwriters demonstrated its 
capacity as being above their requirements for this City. 
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FISH AND GAME LAWS

It is enough to say that in the numerous rivers and bays adjacent to Salisbury 
the fish just swim around begging to be caught. We have this information from the 
fishermen themselves, and a fisherman’s word is not to be taken lightly. As a last¬ 
ing testimony to their veracity we submit the photograph reproduced above.
